PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fifth Parliament— Fourth Session. 

FIFTH DAY. 

Friday', Jan. .'ii. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at :M ,r> 
p. in. 

Prayers were offered by Rev. A. 
Beanlauds. 

TIIK I'REMIKJl SPEAKS. 

Hon. Mr. Bobson, before the business 
of tha day was taken up, wished to take 
thrfWpOrtuoity, with the indulgence of 
the House, of briefly addressing them. 
EvaFohe was aware that sinco the last 
session of the House, it had . lost by 
death two of the most prominent ligures 
— the leader of the government und the 
president of the executive council. 
With regard to the president of the 
council he thought that it hud been 
i pnerally recognized throughout the 
I ountry that his removal might well be 
regarded «s a public calamity. He had 
certainly heou a louder in all enter? 
» tKi'W of a large character, prominently 
"* mag- 
nitude involving the investment of 
capital, having for its object the develop 
ment of British Columbia. Am a mem 
her of the government, lis president of 
the executive, his counsel had always 
been of great value; his clear headed- 
ness, his practical common sense making 
his advice always desirable and useful 
in the deliberations of the cabinet. 
Those remaining in the government of 
which he hud been a member keenly felt 
his loss. As an enterprising citizen, usu 
benefactor of the country, as a public 
man anil as u minister, of the crown, he 
gained the confidence of all classes. He 
made his usefulness felt throughout the 
entire province to such an ex- 
::t that his removal could not but 
regarded as a public calamity. 
: i aking of the late leader of the gov- 
mcnt, whose loss words could not 
iress, ho felt that, as a public man 
. i the leader ot the government, he 
, i won the Confidence of the cabinet 
. I of every supporter of the govorn- 
t.nment, and the respect anil esteem of 
the opposition. Words of unqualified 
praise of his ptiblio and private charac- 
ter had been freely spoken by both his 
friends and his politic il opponents. As 
the colleague of the late attorney gener- 
al he could bear testimony to the extra- 
ordinary sense of duty which actuated 
his every movement. He was always 
anxious to do his full duty and do it im- 
partially in the best interest of the 
country. During the long days of his 
last illness, of which he (Hon. Mr. Rob- 
son) could speak more particularly, lie 
had exhibited to the last that con- 
scientious sense of responsibility which 
letl him to devote his mind and energies 
to tho discharge of his public duties. 
One of his last acts was the preparation 
of an able and voluminous report for 
the government, which was completed 
so near to the time of his dissolution 
that before the report had been proper- 
ly engrossed death had taken from him 
the power to attach his signature. He 
(Hon. Mr. Kohson) mentioned this in- 
cident simply to give hou. gentlemen of 
the House an idea of the 
conscientious sense of duty that 
the late attorney - general had as 
long ub God gave him life. It was 
very little to say that the House deeply 
regretted the loss to the country by the 
decease of th it hou. gentleman. When 
death had created a breach in the cab- 
inet, it devolved upon someone to form 
a new government. He (Hon. Mr. 
Robson) had been culled upon to per- 
form this duty. He had submitted the 
names of the Hon. Mr. Vernon and the 
Hon. Mr. Turner for the positions they 
held iu the late government, positions 
they held with credit to themselves and 
with satisfaction to the cabinet, the 
House and the country. Mr. Davie 
and Mr. l'ooley he had named 
to fill the blanks created. Mr. 
l'ooley, the late Speaker, possessed 
to an unusual degree the respect and 
confidence of both sidesgof the House 
and the country. Mr. Davie's name 
had been submitted for attorney-gen-

sion from other countries, and as there 
had been much misrepresentation on 
the subjoct by the opposition and their 
friends, a tew who asserted that the 
object of tho existing bill, which was 
attributed solely to himsalf, wus tho 
keeping lawyors out of tho conutry, 
and as such from the first had been 
strenuously opposed by the opposition, 
but without success on account of tho 
support of tho government, — " This 
version of the affair," said Mr. Davie, 
"is wholly untrue; as tho facts I am 
about to lay before the Houso will show. 
The Legal Professions Bill was in 
troduced, residential clause and all, in 
the session df 1884, not by me — al- 
though that is of but little moment, as 1 
wus in lull accord with the measure — 
but by the then attorney-genoral — and 
passed its first and second readings, was 
adopted on report, and carried to its 
third reading without division. 
Mr. Heaven — No, no. 
Hon. Mr. Davie— Yes, unanimously- - 
not a single vote recorded against it. 
Here arc the journals of the House, 
Which "prove' what I say. Thc^tandard 
newspaper shows that there was some 
debate in committee, but, as every 
knows, that is not where lhe principle 
of any hill is opposed, but opposition 
takes place on the second or sometimes 
the third readings, which in this case 
passed without division. There was a 
reason for this, und- particularly for tho 
requirement of a year's residence, which 
honorable gentlemen opposite have pro- 
bably forgotten but which was thoroughly 
explained by the late attornoy-general 
in introducing the bill, and that reason 
wus not the keeping of practitioners out 
of the province, but was the preserva- 
tion of the provincial right to huvo its 
judges selected from the bar of the pro- 
vince. It was to prevent the Dominion 
evading this clause of the constitution 
by sending a lawyer from the east one 
day, and raising him to the bench the 
next, that the provision was inserted re- 
quiring lawyers from other countries to 
reside here a twelvemonth beforo being 
admitted. Those facts, which are incon- 
trovertible, show how wholly without 
foundation is tho statement that this 
was a measure, forced upon the opposi- 
tion, to give tho lawyers here a mono- 
poly of legal practice. Its object wus 
for an entirely different purpose. 
But why, it might bu asked, if it was 
necessary in 1S81 to provide a year's 
residence, as a guarantee that the judges 
should be chosen from tho local bur, is 
it not necessary now ? The answer is 
the appointments which have beennmde 
by the Dominion, in the meantime, to 
the .Supreme and County Court benches; 
the hand of death, and these elevatious 
having removed from the bar all who 
are at the present time willing to ac- 
cept, and lit and eligible for judgeships. 
Under these circumstances, when 
vacancies may occur at any 
time, it is advisable that there 
should be no impediment to the appoint- 
ment of gobd men, whether from the 
province or out of it, and hence it is 
that the residential qualification is not 
now desirable; all of these changes havo 
taken place since the last session, snd it 
is now no alteration of opinion which 
induces me to propose, the amend- 
ment , but tfie events which have trans- 
pired, solely. The measure now pro- 
posed is liberal in tho extreme; no one 
with proper qualification need be kept 
out for a day, while at the same time it 
keeps up a dignified standard for the i 
local bar. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said that he was start- 
led on being accused of supporting the 
Legal Professions' Bill of I SS4. He had 
always advocated free trade in law. 
The hou. leader of the opposition then 
proceeded to trace the course he had 
tukeu in regard to the treatment of tho 
legal professions' bill during the time he 
filled a seat in the House. Taking up 
the bill before the House, he pronounced 
it a step in the right direction, but not 
| nearly comprehensive enough. It had 
' good features in it, but was not as 
liberal as the measure introduced by- 
Mr. Wulkom when he was attorney- 
general. The portion of the proposed 
bill stating that a barrister must pass

things that the mantle of his late 
lamented brother should fall upon him, 
and he thought it would be the verdict 
of the country that Mr. Davie was the 
right man in the right place. With 
regard to the policy of the gov- 
ernment, it might be stated that il did 
not widely differ from that of the last 
administration. There were some slight 
differences, and these had been men- 
tioned in the speech from the throne. 
For instance, it was the intention 
of the Government to make extensive 
explorations and surveys with a view id 
utilizing the volume of immigration that 
was being attracted to the province, 
and which had for years been drifting 
in a great part across the boundary, 
bhiofiy because accurate knowledge of 
this country could not be provided in 
tho way of maps of townships, field 
notes, etc. There were other matters, 
for instance] the proposition to readjust 
the constituencies in the province and 
increase more or less the representation 
in the House. This measure wus ren- 
dered necessary, not so much by tho 
lapse of time as by the growth of the 
province and tho increase in population 
anil iu the interest felt in the develop- 
ment of the industries of the country. 
Of course he was not in a position now 
to state the details of the measure, 
which would be seen when it was laid 
before the House. Another matter of 

the present Government's policy was the 
liberalizing of the Legal Professions' Act, 
us it was not considered advisable 
iu the interest of the province to 
hedge thut profession about with a 
Chinese wall. Still another point of 
government policy was their intention 
of inaugurating a live railway era. Up 
to the present railway development had 
gone little beyond the granting of fran- 
chises and locking up of land for the as- 
sistance of the different enterprises. It 
would the policy of the government to 
legislate so as to induce active construc- 
tion. Very few matters of greater im- 
portance would come before the House 
than the question of promoting iu some 
wise manner the building of railways, 
so essential in developing the wonderful 
resources of this grand province. (Ap- 
plause.) 

T.'ETITIONS. 

The petition of the Vancouver Street 
Railway Company and the Vancouver 
Klectric Light Company, re. amalgama- 
tion, was read and referred to the select 
standing committee on private bills. 

Mr. Speaker ruled out of order the 
petition of certain settlers resident on 
Gabriels Island, as it asked for an ap- 
propriation. 

FiUVILZOK. 

Mr. Ladlior rose to a question of 
privilege. A committee had been ap- 
pointed, ho said, to enquire into the 
matter of the North Arm bridges. Ho 
wished to give the government credit 
for placing on the committee thoroughly 
competent men ; tho best men that 
could he delegated to perform the work. 
He wished to ask the government to have 
them meet on the ground ami examine tho 
bridge. This would be a cheaper and 
more expeditious method of procuring 
information than by examining wit- 
nesses ; and he Intepdecj to ask that an 
order of the Houso be granted to allow 
the committee to assemble on the spot. 

LEOAL rllOFESSIONS HILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, in moving the 
second reading of this measure, ex- 
plained i'.s provisions, tho most promi- 
nent of which was the repeal of the 
residential qualification of one year for 
barristers and solicitors s««kiug udmia- 



eral It was according to the fitness of examination before the benchers wus 

entirely unnecessary. It was in tho 
interest of the members of the legal 
profession in the province to have other 
lawyers of high standing brought into 
competition with them. What a farce 
it would be if Hon. Mr. Blake wished 
to practice in this province to require 
him to pass an examination before tho 
attorney-general. lie (Hon. Mr. Beavon) 
thought that the bill of 187S would fully 
meet the requirements of British Colum- 
bia. As the present bill wus a step in 
the right direction he would vote for the 
second reading, hoping to see certain 
parts amended in committee. 

Mr. Seinlin und Mr. Grant agreed 
with their leader, that the act of 1S7S 
fully met the requirements of British 
Columbia in protecting the people and 
the members of t he legal profession. 
They denied supporting the act of 188-1, 
Mr. Pooley supported the second 
reading of the bill, the most liberal leg- 
al professions bill he had ever seen. It 
Was more liberal thnn the measures of a 
similar nature in force in liasiern 
Canada or in England. In Ontario, no 
matter how prominent a professional 
man might present himself for practice, 
he was required to become an articled 
clerk and pass the entire examination. 
The measure of 1884 had worked well 
in protecting the public, and had given 
satisfaction to the members of the Law 
Society. The present measure was ap- 
proved by all members of the legal pro- 
fession, and he endorsed its second 
reading. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven enquired of the 
Hon. President of the Council if lie 
(Hon. Mr. Heaven) had supported the 
Legal Professions Bill of 1884. 

Hon. Mr. l'ooley replied that the lion, 
leader of the opposition had spoken 
against the measure, but he could not 
remember him voting against it. 

The bill then passed its second read- 
ing unopposed, ami was committed with 
Mr. Croft in the chair. 

in committee Hon. Mr. Heaven moved 
to reject the clause providing for the 
examination of candidates for admission 

to practice. He also charged the At- 
torney! Icnciul with not acting with 
propriety in accepting outside private 
practice while acting as Attorney-Gen- 
eral.

London, Jan. 31.— A row is brewing 
among the Tory and Unionists Orange- 
mon of Ulster, which threatens to aa- 
aiuno serious proportions und endanger 
the continued solidity of ministerial 
representation for Ulster iu tho House 
of Commons. The trouble is not of re- 
cent origin, hut lately many things 
huve combined to hasten the inevitable 
culmination of ill-feeiing in an open rup- 
ture.

W. Russell, a Liberal-Unionist 
and member for South Tyrone, has re- 
pe.itedly given evidence of his indepen- 
dence of party dictation, whore the 
policy of tlie government or trend of 
party interest, ran counter to his con- 
victions; and the attempts of his collea- 
gues to call him to account and whip 
him into line havo uniformly beou un- 
successful. 

DBADItBADS ON TIIK CONSERVATIVE TRAIN 

In u recent speech Mr. Russell reiter- 
ated the servility of Ulstor mon iu 
blindly following their political masters 
to the prejudice of their own interests. 
He roundly denounced them us block- 
heads, and characterized the Ulster 
commoners as a party of deadheads on 
tho Conservative train. These stric- 
tures aroused the iro of Sir Charles 
Twiss, the Conservative member for 
North Antrim, who has retorted in 
terms anything but complimentary to 
the fearless member for Tyrouo. As 
Sir Charles wears the collar of Major 
Saunderson, leader of tho Orange party 
ir parliament, his arraignment of Rus- 
sell may be regarded as an authorized 
party measure. Russell has many 
friends, and tho quarrel may end in a 
split, of which the Nationalists will not 
be slow to take advantage. 

o'brikn recovering. 

William O'Brien has almost entirely 
recovered from the atcack of prostra- 
tion wdiich overcame him at Leeds last 
night, but he is still weak. He will 
rost in London a few days before resum- 
ing his tour of England.

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DOINGS IN OTTA WA. 

The Dominion Parliament has as yet 
not done very much. The members 
during the first woek or two of the ses- 
sion never appear to be in a hurry, and 
the Government ate too busy in pre- 
paring their measures and in contem- 
plating the diilinulties that lie before 
them to stimulate them to more ener- 
getic action. It is quite evident that 
the Government's path is not strewn 
with roses. The way before them ap- 
pears just now rugged enough. Luckily 
they have nothing to fear from what 
we niay designate the otiieial opposition. 
The circumstances are such that the 
difficulties which the Government are 
culled upon to face and to overcome are 
quite as formidable to their opponents 
aa they are to them. The language 
question, for instance, is just as un- 
pleasant for the Liberals as for the 
Conservatives. How to deal with 
it without ulienating warm friends 
and losing support is aa serious a ques- 
tion with ih" Hon. Wilfrid Laurier as 
it, is with Sir John M acdounld. Neither 
of them likes to see a question intro- 
duced which is likely to make division 
in the party which iie leads. The first 
guu in this bnttie was fired a few days 
ago, when Mr. McCarthy introduced 
his bill to amend the Northwest Terri- 
tories' Act. The excitement in the 
House was intense, and both parties ap- 
peared eager lor the fray, it is not 
usual to discuss a bill when it is read 
the first time. But as Mr. McCarthy 
made a speech when ho introduced his 
measure, Mr. Lariviere, a French mem 
her from Manitoba, took up the gaunt- 
let and replied in a fiery speech in his 
own language. Sir John Macdonald 
deprecated the discussion of such 
grave and Berious questions as 
had been raised by the introducer 
of the bill without taking time to con- 
aider what the arguments were, to what 
direction they led and what conse- 
quences might follow the adoption of the 
proposition made. At his request, 
therefore, the debate on the principle of 
the bill was postponed until its second 
reading. The disposition of the House, 
as far as it can be ascertained, is to re- 
ject Mr. McCarthy's measure. But 
whatever may be its fate there will lie 
lorae soul-searching before the division 
upon it is taken. There are members 
on both sides of the House who know 
that their prospects of re-election de- 
pend upon the action thoy may take 
with regard to this measure. 

The Orange Incorporation Bill i 
another of the measures which a large 
number of the members contemplate 
with feelings the reverse of agreeable. 
They see danger ahead no matter which 
way they vote. If they support the 
bill they will lose the votes of the Ro- 
man Catholic supporters, and if they 
oppose it they will give mortal offence 
to Protestant friends, who believe that 
a great principle is involved in the bill. 
Here, ngain, the Liberal is no better oil 
than the Conservative. As regards 
both measures the two parties occupy 
pretty much the same position. We 
will very likely see this session what 
was witnessed last winter. On crucial 
questions, the most important from a 
party point of view before Parlia- 
ment, the Government majority will 
contain a largo number of opponents 
and the minority against it will 
conaiBt chiefly of those who are 
gonerally counted among its sup- 
porters. Whether these and similar 
questions will cause a disintegration 
of the two old parties and the formation 
of a now one it is difficult just now to 
say. We, however, incline to the opinion 
that botii the Conservative and Liberal 
Parties will survive the shock of the 
present politico-religious agitation, and 
that after a little while matters will 
settlo down and politicians will again 
devido on questions that are purely 
political. The "roliglouS question" 
seems to have a comet-like existence. 
Every now and then for the last two 
hundred years or so it appears above 
the political horizon and threatens die- 

astei- to tho body politic, but after a 
while it disappears, and people when 
they got ovor the excitement which 
its presence caused, wonder why 
they were disturbed. It is to 
be hoped that alter a little 
while the agitation will jubside and men 
of ull creeds will see that it is unwise 
and unprofitable to quarrel about re- 
ligion and will unite cordially to pro- 
mote the general welfare. But in the 
meuntiinu tho religious question is here 
and it must be dealt with firmly but 



judiciously. Wo think Sir John Mac- 
donald may bo depended upon to get 
over this difficulty as he has surmounted 
many others. His policy, bo far, has 
been admirable. He Ii.ib done what he 
bolicvod to bo right in spite of all the 
influences that have been brought to 
bear upon him — and they were many 
and powerful — to induce him to take a 
different course. But he has been most 
careful to give those who conscientiously 
differ from him no offence. Ho has 
used no harsh expressions and lias done 
nothing that the most sensitive could re- 
gard as. offensive. Tho consequence is 
that those who now feel themselves oblig- 
ed tooppose him have uotlostanyof their 
respect or regard for him. They have 
done what they believed to be their 
duty, and he has dono what he is con- 
vinced is his, and there are no unkindly 
feelings on either side. And Sir John 
may be depended upon to continue as 
ho has begun. He will not flinch from 
doing what he sees to be right, but ho 
will not even reproach those who feel 
•ompelled to withdraw from him, on 
i hose questions, their support. The 
Dominion is to be congratulated on hav- 
ing at tho head of its Governuiont a 
man of such consummate tact, a man 
vho knows how to treat a question at 
nice so difficult and so delicate in such 
A way as to save the country from seri- 
ous disturbance. 

The Government in tho Speech from 
the Throne promised the country a 
measure relating to the constitution of 
banks. Much of the time of the Min- 
isters has been taken up in consulting 
with bank managers and others who 
iave made banking a study. It is evi- 
dent enough that they wanted to hear 
vhat these gentlemen had to say before 
they gave the finishing touches to their 
measure. Although this is well known 
to be the case there has been no one, 
either in or out of Parliament, so silly 
or ao stupid as to reproach them for 
listening to advice, and there has been 
no member so phenomenonally idiotic 
as to move an address to the Governor- 
General to compel tho Government to 
bring down their banking bill. 



MASHONALAND. 

Lettors written from South Africa 
(how that the Portuguese have of late 
been exerting themselves energetically 
to make good their claim to old settle- 
ments in Southeastern Africa and to 
-:eoure now acquisitions. Their plan has 
been ingenious. Officials, some of them 
native chiefs bearing high-sounding 
Portuguese names, went among the tribes 
In the interior, taking with them bundles 
>f the Portuguese national flags which 
i hey distributed among the chiefs. The 
veak ones took them, not daring to re- 
fuse, but the strong chiefs wero not 
pressed if they refused. This process 
l he Portuguese authorities chose to call 
:aking possession of and occupying the 
country. The visitors left the territory 
just as they found it. All that there 
was to show that (bey bad - ever been in 
the country were the flags, hero and 
there, in the possession -of the native 
•hiefs. Thocountry, the Portugueseolaim, 
has been in their possession for centur- 
ies, but somehow the fact of it being 
theirs was completely forgotten bnLh by 
the native inhabitants und the Portuguese 
themselves until very lately, when it 
occurred to tho alleged conquerors that 
' hey had a better right to the country 
i ban either the natives or tho British, 
•vho had undertaken to protect them. 
I'hese extraordinary attempts to extend 
their influence westward have been 
made by tho Portugese during the 
last three years and some of 
the most notable of them 
since October, 1889. Colonel Serpa 
Pinto's raid into the Makolo country 
was not of the peaceful and harmless 
nature of the expeditions of occupa- 
tion above described. He went as an 
invader with a band of Zulu mercen- 
aries and a number of Gatling guns. 
The natives had placed themselves under 
British protection, but there was no 
British force there to drive away the 
Portuguese raiding party. The people 
were forced to give np their British 
dags and to make peace us best they 
could with the invaders. They were 
very naturally angry with the British 
for failing to aid them in their time of 
need. They turned around on those 
*dio had promised them protection. 
Their language, as quoted by Mr. F. C. 
•Scions, a famous African hunter and 
traveller, was : 

"One of your headsmen (Consul 11. 
H. Johnston) came to us, telling us he 
bore the words of your great Queen's 
chief adviser from across tho seas. We 
listened to him and we believed what he 
hold us; we accepted the British flag 
and put ourselves under the protection 
jf Great Britain, ami thought that as 
your consul told us, we had no longer 
tny reason to fear invasion. And 
•vhat has happened '! Your consul has 
iuft us, and the Portugese have invaded 
our territory, killed our people and 
burned our villages. You have played 
with Us. You boast of a power you do 
not possess. We now believe you to be 
it heart our enemies as much as the 
Portuguese." 

The simple people knew nothing 
about the intricacies of European diplo- 
macy or the slowness with which diplo- 
matists do business, even when their in- 
tentions are good. They spoke of things 
as they appealed to them. In their 
eyes Portugal was stronger than Great 
Britain, and Consul Johnston had un- 
dertaken to do what his nation could 
not perform. It is said that, in their 
indignation and disappointment, the 
Makolo men, seized one of tho Lake 
company's steamers, looted and sunk 
!ior, and, it is feared, killed two Scotch- 
men, Morrison and Lindsay, who were 
in charge of her. It will be hard for 
Mr. Johnston or his successor to regain 
the confidence of the men of Makolo and 
got them to believe that Groat Britain 
is a more powerful nation than Portugal. 
The London Times sees the necessity of 
doing something to convince these peo- 
ple that Great Britain can do what her 
representative lias promised in her name. 
It says ; 

"There must be policy anil reparation 
on the spot of a kind which the most 
u upid native can perfectly understand, 
or there must be a British flotilla on the 
Shire and a British garrison on tho Kuo 
frontier, with orders to mako a clean 
sweep if the pirutes, who, without 
notice, without declaration of war, und, 
therefore, withoiil; belligerent rights of 
any kind, have carried lire and BWOrd 
into peaceful British settlements, Serpa 
I'into mid Ids gang of mercenaries aYa 
simply freebooters, and tho chief pity 
is that tho African Lake Company has 
never placed itself in u position to give 
snob gentry the reception they deserve." 

Since the above was published Lord 



Salisbury has sent his ultimatum to 
Portugal and the policy of raiding 
has come to an end. Co'. Serpa Pinto, 
too, has found it necessary to leavo 
Son th -eastern Africa to find soino other 
sphere for his energies. 

Thore is another great extent of terri- 
tory to which Portugal lays claim, but, 
aa Mr. Selous says, without the shadow 
of a right. The country is called Mash- 
onalaud. It is described as a goodly 
land, having a fertile soil and a delight- 
ful as woll as salubrious climate. This 
country has been opened up by British 
enterprise, and British traders, and Brit- 
ish missionaries have found in it a pro- 
mising field for their exertions. The 
natives trust tho British and they hate 
and distrust the Portuguese. Until very 
lately tho Portuguese took no notice of 
this country. Their maps show that 
they know nothing about its topo- 
graphical features. British travellers 
and hunters of large game have brought 
it to the notice of tho civilized world. 
Mr. Selous says no Portuguese aubjoct in 
either ancient or modern timos has 
added ono iota to our knowledge of this 
region. The Portuguese official on his 
journey formally to take possession of 
the country must have travelled part of 
tho way on tho wagon road which the 
Englishmen had chopped through the 
dense nmhobohobo groveB bordering the 
Manyiime river. 

"At auy rate," ho goes on to say, "it 
is a fact that will admit of no dispute, 
that, during the last 25 years, English 
hunters and travelers have explorod 
every nook and corner of Mashonaland. 
They have chopped wagon roads through 
the forests, and niado practicable fords 
over all the large rivera; thoy have estab- 
lished the most friendly relations with 
the natives, by whom tho advent of the 
hunters' wagons are anxiously looked 
forward to and expected every year: 
and, as 1 hive said before, some of them 
have made very careful and accurate 
route maps of their various journeys 
and published accounts of the capabili- 
ties and natural resources of the 
country. Many Englishmen, indeed, 
have spent years of their lives in tho 
Mashoim country; whilst not a few have 
left their hones there." 

It is not to be expected that Great 
Britain will be willing to give up this 
line county to the Portuguese, who 
would farm it out in districts to 
unprincipled native chiefs with Portu- 
guese names who would squeeze 
out of the people all they 
could get, and whose treatment 
of the native population as Mr. Selous 
very significantly says would not coin- 
mend itself to tho Aborigines Protection 
Society. Judging the future by the 
past, the natural resources of the coun- 
try, he says, would under Portuguese 
administration in two hundred years 
time remain in the same undeveloped 
condition us they are at the present day. 

We gather from Mr. Selous' letter that 
no matter what arrangement is made 
between Portugal and Great Britain, 
with or without tho intervention of 
other powers, the Portuguese will not 
be allowed to retain peaceable possession 
of Mashonaland. The South Africans 
are determined not to allow it to fall 
into the hands of foreigners. They can, 
they think, hold it against all-coiners, 
and they are resolved to try. "Two 
hundred mounted South Africans," he 
says, "would disperse all the native 
levies that the Portuguese could muster 
in Southeastern Africa, and native 
levies are all that can be employed." 

This South African element is one 
that cannot be disregarded when the 
disposition of this territory conies to be 
considered. The South Africans ara on 
the spot, so to speak. They know all 
about the country. They are a brave 
and vigorous race and they can make it 
very unpleasant for any nation that oc- 
cupies the country against their will. 
The situation in South Eastern Africa 
is not without its difficulties, but the 
indications are that the country will 
fall to tl)e share of those who are best able 
to colonize it and to develope its re- 
sources. It will, no doubt, in the end, 
be a ca»e of the survival of the fittest.

Wk are glad to see that the Attor 
ney-Geheral has introduced an Act for 
the establishmeut of a juvenile reforma- 
tory. It is qnite time that there was 
such an institution in this province. To 
lenteuce a boy to a term of imprison 
inent in the common jail is to decree his 
further demoralization. Association 
with older criminals will be certain to 
do him more or less harm. Besides, in 
anordinaty jail, while he will moat pro 
bably learn much harm, his education in 
the proper sense of the term, will be at 
a complete standstill. In the reforma- 
tory the youthful offender will 
bo well looked after. His time 
will be fully occupied. He will 
not have a chance to get into 
mischief or to graduate in vice. The 
influences surrounding him ought to be 
and very probably will be elevated. He 
A-ill learn to uso his hands in better 
ways than in stealing and in destroying 
other people's property, and his literary 
education will not be neglected. If the 
Reformatory is well conducted, tho boys 
confined In it will receive a really better 
education than those who attend the 
ordinary schools, public or private. If 
the education given to boys wero more 
practical than it is ; if it were physical 
as woll as intellectual, technical as well 
as literary, there would, we believo, bo 
less need than there is for both prisons 
and reformatories in tho land.

It was based upon a charge of 
partiality against these men that tho 
certificates were taken away, and no 
one at the time believed but that the 
charge of partiality was a subterfuge 
to work political ends. 

lion. Mr. Heaven denied accusing the 
board of partiality. 

Hon. Mr. Robsou referred to the at- 
tempt that was being made by the op- 
position to make the public believe that 
the present government sought to place 
tho control of the Education Depart- 
ment in the hands of one man, to make 
that department a political machine. 
When the gentlemen in opposition came 
into power lliey found the control of the 
teachers in the hands of an independent 
body of gentlemen among tho foremost 
and ablest in the province; men of 
scholarly attainments, unimpeachable 
honor and perfect impartiality. When 
the present opposition came into power 
one of their hrst acts was to place as 
superintendent a man recognized a» a 
Strong political pa rtizan.and whohad been 
u very short time in orlice when he throw 
himself into the current of politics. 
Smarting under the merited castigatton 
of a portion of tho press he asked the 
government to abolish tho board and 
place the power in his hands. Said he 
to himself very probably: "I'll fix 
'em." lie did fijt them by recommend- 
ing that the whole body of tho teachers 
be deprived of their certificates on the 
ground that they had not be granted 
impartially. It was very well for the 
leader of the opposition now to asperso 
the gentlemen that composed that 
education board, dead or alive, for it 
was the clearest kind of aspersion to 
charge them with granting certificate's 
on the ground of partiality or favorit- 
ism. On this mi n's request the gov- 
ernment led by the now leader of the 
Opposition hail yielded to his recom- 
mendation and made the department 
absolutely a political machine in the 
control of tliis one man, and he 
their tool, their partizan. Continuing, 
the lion, provincial .secretary lamented 
the disgraceful effort now being made 
by i he opposition press to cause the pub- 
lie to believe that the present govern- 
ment were endeavoring to convert the 
Education department into a political 
machine, that the provincial secretary 
was relagating to himself absolute 
authority. So "far from being in any 
way true, the statements made by the 
opposition press were absolute false- 
hood. The power of suspending the 
teachers' certificates, with or without 
cause, hail by the present government 
been taken away from the superintend- 
ent and placed, not in the hands of the 
so-called minister of education, the hon. 
provincial secretary, but with the 
Lieut, -Govemor-in-CounciL Hon. Mr. 
Rohson condemned in strong terms the 
very reprehensible conduct of the op- 
position's organs in mis-stating the facts 
in this case, The power of dealing with 
teachers' certificates rested solely with 
the Lieut. -Goveraor-in-Council, and in 
Council the provincial secretary had 
only one \>ice. The Lieut. -Governor 
would not he «. party to the cancellation 
of a certificate without good and suffi- 
cient cause, and personally made it a 
point to investigate fully the facts of 
every case brought before him. Any 
honost, intelligent, discriminating* person 
who would look fairly lit the matter 
would see how utterly mean and con- 
temptible was the effort now being 
made by the party in opposition to mis- 
represent tho government; the opposi- 
tion who had endeavored to take away 
from the teachers their rights, not only 
by disfranchisement, hut by the cancel- 
lation of t!. '-. certificates on the most 
base grounds. Anyone could see how 
the party new in opposition had en- 
deavored to make tho school system a 
political machine, and reduce tho teach- 
ers to the position simply of their tools; 
and any lair-minded person could sue 
that the present government had al- 
ways shown themselves the friends of 
the teacher, on coining into power re- 
storing their rights and privileges, and 
then surrounding tlieni with every safe- 
guard that would ensure their posses- 
sion of those rights.— (Applause). 

Mr. Grant and Mr. Senilin voiced 
their views of the education department 
generally. 

On a vote being taken, Mr. Martin's 
amendment was adopted.
